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A CHAPTER ON RADIO AND TV

A television program now being broadcast by NBC owned-and-operated 
stations throughout the nation bears the intriguing title "Window." 
Within a relatively short time segment, (five minutes) it reaches an 
audience greater than the traffic passing even a Fifth Avenue display. 


In a sense, this should suggest to librarians everywhere that here 
is an opportunity to expand the display activities which have long been 
part of good library operation. 


Briefly, we would like to propose to THE BOOKMARK readers that 
they explore with their local TV stations the possibility of reaching 
"the mostest.....the fastest," and also that they discuss with their 
local radio stations the opportunities for promotion in this medium. 


There is a set of ground rules which should be considered before 
we go further. They involve the elementary business of getting to know 
the people who operate these stations and of learning what makes either 
good TV or radio programming. 


To some, this may be old hat. If it is, please pardon us. 


Generally speaking, the general manager of the radio or TV station 
should be the first port of call. His is the responsibility for the 
over-all operation of the station. He is the man most concerned with 
the profit-and-loss statement which is the net result of the station's 
stature within a community. The stature is fashioned of many things, 
none of which is more important than the manner in which the station 
serves the community's needs. Plan and keep an appointment to outline 
your promotional efforts. Stress the benefits that will accrue to your 
commmnity through such an effort and be prepared to back up such claims 
with facts and figures about your own "volume of business." This could 
be the working common denominator. 


The next event will undoubtedly be a meeting (arranged by the 
general manager) between you and the person responsible for all that the 
viewer or the listener sees or hears. Usually he is called a program 
director, although the title does have some variations. For this get- 
together, it would be best to have some sample materials with you. For 
a TV discussion, for example, you might use visual materials such as 
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book jackets or art work possibly supplied by the publisher. Your own 
displays, condensed but large enough to put on a TV screen, woulda be 
helpful. For radio programs, news notes will be a must. 


From this meeting, several results should emerge: You will learn 
about the various shows on which such information might be used; the 
"personalities" who do the shows on the air will be identified and you 
may even meet them; the philosophy of the programming will be speiled 
out in terms of methods employed and audiences reached; the frequency 
of such program possibilities will be defined, and you will know what 
the station expects in such areas as copy, type size, art sizes and 
colors(for TV), and the other technical aspects which must be met. 


Too often, folks given an opportunity to appear on or supply mater- 
ial for a broadcast will have a poor frame of reference on the program. 
It's always best to study the program at your TV set or radio receiver, 
and from the auditions determine what will be expected of you in program 
fare. In this evaluation, consider the very real possibility that these 
promotional efforts for you may be undertaken most effectively without 
your participation. This business of broadcasting demands a special 
brand of talent. Some have it; others don't. 


There are many points we'd like to make, but we'll wind up here with 
these suggestions: 


Know your stations' people. 
Learn their program philosophies 


For TV, be very visual; for radio, concise. If the subject 
is not pictorial, use radio 


Have everything fully prepared for broadcast; the stations 
are busy. 


Consider your promotions well in advance for scheduling 


Your library sometimes makes news; be sure radio-TV news 
editors learn it. 


Follow through completely, and follow up commitments you 
make. 


Don't go into a "snit" because of re~arrangements; they 
are always necessary 


Be prepared to help the stations with the facilities you 
have and make them known to the broadcasters. 


Finally, have fun in the venture and be prepared to measure the re- 
sults that are sure to be evident. Radio and TV are two of our greatest 
mass media; broadcasters are creative people who can reach every level 
of your community; they can do a rewarding job for you when you go at it 
properly.

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WELLSVILLE MICROFILMS NEWSPAPER FILES

From the standpoints of permanence, convenience of the reading 
public, and overall cost, the microfilming of newspaper files has many 
advantages for a public library. 


What many librarians of smaller libraries do not realize is that 
this is also a promising source of outside financial aid. There is a 
community of interest between the newspaper publisher in the village, 
city or county, and the library itself. The files of the newspaper 
itself may be (and often are) in poor shape and difficult of access. 
Both the newspaper and the library may have incomplete files, yet 
supplement each other. And on a shared-cost basis, there are certain 
tax advantages for the newspaper publisher, since he may either list 
expenditure for microfilming as capital expense, or as an outright 
gift e a nonprofit institution (whichever is better in the individual 
case. 


The program at Wellsville followed in its general outlines one 
which I originated as librarian of the Erie (Pa.) Public Library, in 
1943. That program involved files of two newspapers, extending back 
before 1830, and since city newspapers bulk large over the years, it 
was a long-term, cooperative effort which will take many years to 
complete. 


At Wellsville the problem was comparatively easier. The earliest 
files of the Daily Reporter begin in 1880, with an average of less than 
18 pages per day. Prior to this, the weekly Allegany County Reporter 
began in 1870, running to 1930. 


Through the interest of E. Willard Barnes, publisher of the Re- 
porter, a promise of a $1,000 grant toward the cost was secured. Esti- 
mates were made by the representative of Recordak Corporation, which 
presented the most practical plan for the work. (These later proved 
to be inaccurate in details, yet the final cost for the work estimated 
was only about $200 more than the estimate.) 


Comparison of two methods of accomplishing the work, shipping it 
to the New York laboratory for photographing, and doing it in the li- 
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brary 1 a leased camera, gave comparative figures of approximately

period of training by the Recordak representative. Except for minor 
breakdowns, the work ran continuously from that time, eight hours a day 
from February 15 to April 15. As each day's work was finished, the 
exposed rolls were shipped to the New York laboratory for development, 
but in order to secure a quantity price, most of the printing was done 
at one time when the photography was complete. As a check on quality 
of exposure and on the operator, each sixth roll was printed and re- 
turned to the library. 


when printing was completed, the finished positive rolls were 
returned to the library for use, and arrangements were made for storage 
of the negatives at the Iron Mountain Atomic Storage vaults near Hudson, 


N.Y This firm will also make reprints on order. 


Since we had leased the camera on a monthly basis, and completed 
the file of local newspapers early in the final rental period, by per- 
mission of the Library Board we added a number of interesting local 


files and single papers going back as far as 1837. The approximate 
additional cost of this was $310 for the operator, film and processing.

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Once the microfilming itself .as well under way, it was necessary 
to secure a file for its preservution, and a reader. These were pur- 
chased from library funds, as recommended by the Recordak Corporation 
(see details of cost below.) On u-rival, special staff meetings were 
held to insure that 211 staff mem. rs were familiar with the operation 
of the reader and could irstruct putrons if necessiry. The equipment 
and files are placed convenientl i. a main floor room close to “ne 
reading rooms, yet away from intx sion by library traffic. 


The budget for the project was originally $2,100 including equip- 
ment, increased to $2,400 for filming additional files. The actual costs 
were as follows: 


Camera rental $225.00 
Film 987.69 
Processing 842.29 
Labor 530.59 
Transportation 21. 
$2,607.12 


As stated, the Reporter contributed $1,000 toward the above cost. The 
Library Board purchased a reader at $353.27, and a file at $161.97, 
making the total outlay from library funds $2,122.36. 


The total number of rolls of film is 153, and two rolls will be re- 
quired for each year of additional current papers. 


Without the generous financial assistance and supply of missing 
files by the Wellsville Daily Reporter, the project would not have been 
possible, and we are indebted particularly to Mr. Barnes for his unfail- 
ing cooperation in making our dream come true. 


"I do not want to exaggerate the effects of reading on 
character, but the influence of a book ‘is probably as 
strong as any to be gained from most human contacts. 

After all, a book is the voice of a fellow creature, call- 
ing through the print, perhaps from somewhere close at 
hand among our own interests and occupations, perhaps from 
across the world, perhaps from across the ages.

Books and the Future: Dan Lacy, managing director of the American Book 
Publishers Council, delivered the Richard Rogers Bowker Memorial lecture 
April 25, at the Donnell Branch of the NYPL, PW reports. The title of 
his talk was "Books and the Future: A Speculation." Mr. Lacy said that 
it was not only the great growth of U.S. population but its direction, 
which will give books a vastly greater opportunity in the future. The 
revolution in educational emphasis and method and shifts in the social 
group which will mean an increase in leisure time are the critical forces 
which will effect this direction. The durability of books will insure 
heir stability in the future, differing not so much at the technological 
and invention levels as much as at the social level, where the impulses 
to change will be greater. Since college graduates tend to read at least 
three times as many books as those who are not, the projected 9 — 
12,000,000 college and university enrollments by 1975 will mean that 
over half of the adults will be college-educated as contrasted with the 
present figure of one in 14. This is not too far-fetched in that the 
sale of books has increased sixfold in 20 years due to book clubs, 
paperbound book distribution and expanded service by libraries. The 
increased use of books in the future at a qualitative level devolves 
upon the efforts of education, publishing and librarianship moving to- 
gether effectively to meet the needs of society. The whole subject of 
the expansion of book use deserves exploration by foundations, comparable 
to the attention they have given to formal adult education and to the 
educational uses of broadcasting.

Librarians will have an opportunity to see themselves as others 
see them in a full-length, commercial film, STORM CENTER, produced by 
Julian Blaustein, of the Phoenix Corporation, Hollywood, California, 
and directed by Daniel Taradash, of Columbia Pictures. It is scheduled 
for release in September, 1956. Bette Davis is the star. 

Throughout the making of the film, the producer and director 
worked closely with ALA in the hope that STORM CENTER would be "a pic- 
ture of which every librarian may be proud." The script was sent to 
ALA, suggestions were requested, and the technical assistance of John P. 
Henderson. librarian of the Los Angeles County Library, and chairman of 
the ALA Intellectual Freedom Committee, was welcomed. Mr. Blaustein and 
Mr. Taradash were guests at the annual ALA Midwinter Meeting last Feb- 
ruary, spoke to members of the ALA Council and others attending the meet- 
ing, describing the plot and some of the details of its production. 

They also made it possible for representatives from ALA and various li- 
braries to attend a preview of the completed picture in New York City. 

As one of that group, I feel privileged to call the attention of 
New York State librarians to a coming event of importance to them. Brief- 
ly, the film is mainly concerned with censorship and intellectual free- 
dom. Incidentally, it is a sympathetic portrayal of a librarian, clear- 
ly showing, perhaps, for the first time, the part she plays in the life 
of the community. 

The picture starts quietly with Bette Davis' eyes against print 
as featured players and credits are giwen. The scene then shifts to 
the Kenport Public Library and the story unfolds. Mrs. Hull, librarian, 
(Bette Davis) greets her old friend, the Judge, who borrows a copy of 
"The Communist Dream." Mrs. Hull talks to one of her best readers, 
small boy Freddie Slater, who is allowed to take home a special edition 
of “Wonder Tales" which is torn when his father tries to wrest it from 
him as Freddie reads at the dinner table. Mrs. Hull is asked to attend 
a Council meeting at which, in exchange for a children's wing, she 
agrees to take "The Comminist Dream" off the shelves. But on reflec- 
tion, she decides to put it back. At another Council meeting, the 
assistant librarian's boy friend, a rising young politician, brings 
evidence that Mrs. Hull has contributed to Communist front organiza- 
tions. Since she refuses to take the book from the shelves, she is 
fired. 

Result: Mass meeting, poorly attended; public opinion against Mrs. 
Hull; Freddie's father convinces the boy that Mrs. Hull is working for 
communism -— his love for her and books turns to hate; the rising young 
politician decides to make an issue of the situation in his campaign; 
Mrs. Hull is about to leave the community but is taken to the ground 
breaking for the new wing by the Judge and there is publicly denounced 
by young Freddie who later sets fire to the library. The councilmen ask 
Mrs. Hull to stay and build a new library. The viewer was left feeling 
emotionally disturbed, though there were lighter moments mixed with 
melodrama. 

Watch for STORM CENTER (a wonderful title.) We are fortunate to 
have an actress of Bette Davis’ stature to represent us.

Gorman, Mike. Every other bed. World, 1956. $4. 

A hundred years ago, Dorothea Dix roused the conscience of the nation 
to the need for decent care of those afflicted with mental illness. To- 
day Mike Gorman, executive director of the National Mental Health Com- 
mittee, and a former newspaperman, is equally determined to arouse the 
American people to an awareness of the appalling trend of mental ill- 
ness. There is urgent need of mobilized support for greatly accelerated 
and expanded research in order to attack the basic causes responsible 
for this fast-spreading "epidemic." 

For the first time there is great hope that thousands can be restored 
to normal lives and thousands more prevented from becoming mental pa- 
tients. New tranquilizing drugs and new treatments point to successful 
medical management of mental illness. New and enlarged research facili- 
ties, and the training of thousands of additional scientists and psychi- 
atrists, are essential, however, to assure wide-spread and scientific 
use of these treatments. 

Biological research in mental illness is one of the most neglected 
areas in the total medical picture. The 1955 fiscal budget for the 
National Institute of Mental Health was more than $15,000,000 short of 
the minimum budget requested, about half of what was urgently needed. 
Not one cent was provided for construction of research laboratories and 
only about $6,000,000 was allocated to research. The inadequacy of this 
budget, the result of apathy of many people toward the problems of mental 
illness, becomes more apparent when contrasted with the $92,000,000 voted 
the same year for agricultural research. 

There is abundant evidence that investments in research pay enormous 
dividends. In the short period of eight years, medical research has 
added five full years to the life expectancy of the average American. 

In other words, the lives of 845,014 Americans were saved. These people, 
who would otherwise have died, earned and added $1,488,000,000 to the 
national income in 1952 alone. Research in organic psychiatry is an 
equally sound investment. 

Mr. Gorman has collected information on all research in mental illness 
being conducted throughout the country. His statements and facts are 
authenticated. In general, he is kind in his appraisal of the programs 
and efforts of New York State. Not all psychiatrists will agree with 
his emphasis on the importance of research in organic psychiatry. Some 
would prefer more consideration of dynamic psychiatry. 

There can be no disagreement, however, with the crying need for public 
awareness of the problems of mental illness and for citizen support of 
the best possible treatment programs for all who need them. Mr. Gorma 
has succeeded in challenging every reader. Will community groups mobi- 
lize to secure the needed action? 

Every other bed is worthy of wide reading and discussion in every 
community. The staccato style may become a bit wearing, the multiplicity 
of details somewhat overpowering. No one can read the book, however, 
without becoming aware of the sincerity of the author and the urgency 
of his message.
